Delicately

THREE GREAT BATTERS

Many Others Fearfully Burned In New 
Haven Jail Fire. 
New Haven, Conn., April 14.—Trap 
ped by metal doors and barred Win­ 
dows, six firemen were caught by a 
back draught and burned to death dur­ 
ing the partial destruction of the New 
Haven county jail. Three of their com­ 
rades were saved through the heroism 
of other firemen. The bodies of the six 
men were found after the debris had 
cooled. Many other firemen were fear­ 
fully burned, but remained at work. 
Six men from truck No. I were 
fighting their way through the cell- 
room of the jail into the workshop, 
when an explosion of a gasoline tank 
caused a back draught and slffThmed 
behind them the iron doors separat­ 
ing the two buildings. 
Three of the 
men were hemmed in a corner and 
burned to death, while the other three 
made their way to a barred window, to 
which they clung, with streams of w a 
ter playing on them from the outside 
Soon after reaching the window the 
roof fell in and ladders were put up 
from the outside and the men were 
taken out. 
The dead firemen were 
caught by the same back draught and 
wore carried down by the roof when 
it fell in. 
The fire was discovered by a pris­ 
oner and the 175 men In the workshop 
were sent to their cells. When it was 
seen that there was danger of the fire 
spreading to the main building, the 
246 male and 42 female inmates were 
taken to the police stations and the 
armory. 
Later the prisoners were re­ 
turned to the jatl. 
The buildings destroyed were two 
workshops 
and 
several 
adjoining 
sheds and two dwelling houses. 
The flreis thought 
to 
have

caused by crossed electric light wires. 
The loss of the New England Chair 
company, for whom the prisoners do 
contract work, is estimated at $135.-

Threaten Company. 


Easton, Pa., April 14.—By a prenta* 
(pre explosion in the stone quarry of 
the Nazareth Portland Cement com ­ 
pany, between this city sad Nazareth, 
twelve men were covered under 5000 
tons of rock. Eleven are dead and the 
other was injured so seriously that he 
cannot recover. 
All the victim s are Hungarians and 
Italians, and it la impossible to secure 
their names, as they were known only 
by numbers. 
T he quarry force were preparing to 
set off a blast in four holes, each of 
them twenty-four feet deep, and had 
tilled 
the 
holes 
with 
hundreds 
of 
pounds of dynamite. 
From some un­ 
known cause the charges suddenly ex­ 
ploded 
Men were scattered in all 
directions, some being sent many feet 
into the air. 
The entire side of the 
mountain of rock was torn loose, and 
the unfortunate victim s were covered 
with earth and stone. 
A large force of men was assem ­ 
bled as soon as possible aud every ef­ 
fort was made to reach the victims, 
but it was nearly three hours before 
the first man was found

works and ail laborers who could ba 
found in Nazareth, a mile or more 
from the scene of the accident, were 
put to work clearing away the fallen 
rock, but the farther they dug toward 
the heart of the quarry the larger be 
came th* rocks, and stones were en­ 
countered that had to be blasted be­ 
fore they could be moved 
The roar of the explosion was a no­ 
tice to the people of Nazareth and the 
surrounding countr ythat an accident 
had happened, and people began to 
flock to the quarry.

Tennessee 
Executive Declares 
Both 


Are Innocent and Did Not Have Fair 


Trials. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 14.—Colonel 
Duncan B. Cooper, convicted a year 
ago on a charge of m urder for the 
slaying of former United S tates Sena 
tor Carm ack and sentenced to twenty 
years In prison, will go free. 
His son. Robin, convicted on the 
sam e charge at the sam e tim e and 
similarly sentenced, will have to stand 
trial again. 
This action came in a de* ision by 
the suprem e court of T ennessee on 
the appeal of the Coopers from the 
conviction In the trial court and in a 
pardon for Colonel Cooper im m ediate­ 
ly granted by Governor Patterson. 
The suprem e court affirmed the ver­ 
dict of guilty in the ease of Colonel 
Cooper, but reversed the lower court 
as to the son. Robin. T he decision in 
the case of Colonel Cooper would have 
meant that the aged defendant must 
go to prison bad not the governor in­ 
tervened. 
Regarding the son. the decision of 
the court m eans that he m ust go on 
trial again 
It has been reported for 
months 
that Governor Patterson had 
deter­ 
mined to Issue pardons for both father 
and son in event of such action be 
coming necessary to prevent their go­ 
ing to prison. As it was. Colonel Coop 
er was not even taken into custody 
after the decision of the court was an 
flounced. 


No F air Trial, Says Governor. 
Governor 
Patterson, in 
pardoning 
Colonel Cooper, said: 
“ Balog thoroughly fam iliar with the 
record, having read all the testimony 
and testified to certain facts within my 
personal knowledge, it is neither de 
airable nor necessary to delay action 
for petition to be presented, asking 
executive clemency. 
"In my opinion, neither of the de­ 
fendants is guilty 
They have not had 
a fair and impartial trial, hut were 
convicted contrary to the law and evi­ 
dence. 
"The proof showed that Robin Coop 
er killed the deceased and that D. B 
Cooper did not fire a shot 
Without 
reflection upon the court, it Is incon 
celvaMe to my mind and repugnant to 
every principle of Justice that a man 
should be found guilty of m urder who 
was not In a conspiracy to kill and 
who in fact did not kill.” 
The 
pardoning of Colonel Cooper 
came in the most sensational manner 
within an hour or so of the court’s 
decision, although it had not been be 
lleved that the governor would permit 
the sixty five year-old man to go to 
prison. 
The pardon caused much 
excited 
comment. Bitter political partisanship 
has marked the case from the start, 
and it is feared here that this out­ 
come may lead to serious trouble 
The decision and pardon have re 
opened wide the old wound A tw een 
the C arm ack and Patterson followers 
On the street corners little groups of 
citizens stand about, discussing the 
decision 
There is sharp criticism of 
the court on one hand and approba 
tlon on the other. The friends of Car­ 
mack are indignant over what they 
term the us ty action of the governor. 


DYING PRISONER LYNCHED 


After Being Shot by Officer* He Wa* 
Hanged by a Mob. 
Meridian. Miss., April 14.—Thom as 
O’Neill, colored, who shot and killed 
John Temple, the jailer here, was shot 
by officers Iii a gilt in the basement 
of the la u d e rd a le county jail. 
A crowd of nearly 2000 people took 
the dying colored man from the oft! 
cera. carried bim to a telegraph pole 
and hanged him. After the body was 
lowered the throat was cut and the 
clothing saturated with oil and set on 
fire. 
The body was rescued from the 
mob after the clothing had been burn­ 
ed off 
T em ple was killed by O’Neill when 
Temple went to the assistance of a 
deputy whose revolver the prisoner 
had seized 
George 
Williams, 
another colored 
man. is chargee! with assisting O’Neill, 
and the mob threatens to lynch him 
also.

These criticised Colonel

ocratic m achine” for the part they 
played in the ten recent gubernatorial 
primary. 
On the day of the shooting Colonel 
Cooper and his son Robin were walk­ 
ing on Seventh avenue. Form er Sena 
tor e a rm a rk approached them, and 
when within a short distance of them, 
according to testimony at the trial of 
the Coopers, Robin Cooper drew a re 
volver. 
Like a flash Carm ack, who 
had been warned of threats alleged to 
have been made by the Coopers, drew 
his revolver and brith men fired 
In the first exchange of shots Robin 
Cooper was slightly wounded. He fired 
again and Carm ack sank into the gut 
ter. where he died.

Arrangements. 
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E X T in importance to the proper 
cooking of food is the way it is 
served and the order in w'hich 
the table is laid. 
The at trac­ 
tate appearance of well cooked food 
appeals strongly to the appetite and 
prepares tile digestive organs for their 
work. 
Probably every person lias ex­ 
perience! tin* feeling of being suddenly 
hungry when some especially attra c ­ 
tive viand lias beeu displayed before 
him. 
Equally true is it that almost 
every on** has known hunger to van ­ 
ish at sight of a table laid with soiled 
linen aud clima and food carelessly 
arranged on serving dishes. 
The home­ 
ly lia.'h lias not a musical nam e aud 
generally calls up memories of unen­ 
joyable meals, yet I have known a 
platter of it to win as sincere approval 
as has over been bestowed on a porter 
house steak. 
True, the hash was serv­ 
ed piping bot on a pretty platter. 
It 
was 
well browned, flanked perhaps 
with poached eggs und garnished with 
sprigs of parsley. 
Its flavor, bio, was 
Just as pleasing and tem pting us its 
appearance. 
It may take a liniment 
or tut* longer to garnish the dish of 
meat or vegetables, but it certainly 
pays for tin* trouble. 
B ather than 
neglect it I 
would suggest omitting 
• me or two dishes from the menu. 
Re­ 
ferring to mentis brings to mind (lie 
fa* t that iii some homes, those in the 
country e-pe* hilly, there is a tendency 
to sop* i* loo many foods of the same 
kind at Hie sam e meal. 
l-'or instance, 
I have many lim es 
seen three kinds of cts iked fruit, three 
or four kinds of vegetables aud at 
fi-ast two kinds of pickles or desserts 
sen***! at nu ordinary dinner. 
This 
means unnecessary work, unnecessary 
oil en**** and so much tim e s|M>nt in 
preparation th at very likely there w as 
nom* left for dainty serving. 
A knowl­ 
edge of f*h *|s and food values should 
teach the lion—'keeper that one food of 
each of the above mentioned kinds is 
sufficient at one time for any family. 
I ii many homes, too. it Is the custom 
to put all tie* food on ’lo* table at 
on* o ami ha* o the various dishes puss- 
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ed from <*i .* person to the next with 
-u t any attem p t ut serving. 
While I 
urn al all tim*-* sn advocate of sim ­ 
plicity, I do like to see til*’ head of 
tire bouse presiding at table, carving 
aud serving tin* meat at least and ids 
wife, at Ii* r etui of th** table, presid­ 
ing over Hi*' • <*tT**e ami serving those 
dish* ' w hi Ii rightfully fall to lier lot. 
It so.-iu* mu* ii more like true hos­ 
pitality when tiiis is done than when 
platter* and vegetable dishes follow 
••ach other iii quick succession around 
(lie table, each individual helping bim- 
elf.

The china, glass aud 
silver set for each persou m ake w hat 
is com monly known as a “cover.” in 
placing the silver observe this order: 
Lay the silver on either side of the 
plate in the order in which it is to be 
used, beginning at the outside. 
Place 
the knives on the right side, handles 
about one inch from edge of table, 
sh arp edge turned in. 
Lay nil the J 
forks, w ith the exception of the oyster 
fork, on the left hand side, tines up 
handles on a line with the handles of 
♦ lie knives. The oyster fork is either 
placed on the right side outside the 
knives or slanting across the oyster 
plate, handle toward the right band. 
T he spoons are properly placed on the 
right side, th** soup spoon outside the 
knives. T he teaspoon at dinner is next 
the plates. 
For breakfast it may be 
outside tile knife if it is to be used 
first. 
It is considered more correct for 
a formal dinner to have the silver 
brought to th** table with each course 
after the salad lins been served. 
T h e table napkin Is folded in a sim ­ 
ple square and is placed on the left 
side at the lower **dge of the plate. If 
bread and butter plates are used these 
are placed on the left ju st above the 
napkin. T he water glass is placed on 
the right side tit the top of the knife. 
A pair of salt and pepper shaker* is 
placed conveniently between each two 
persons, tis a rule. 
It is well to have soma decoration on 
the table, even if it lie nothing more 
than a simple fitte d plant or some 
spray s of w ild flowers. A small pot of 
growing parsley in w inter is la tte r 
than no decoration. 
The centerpiece 
should be low a rid flat rath er than 
big Ii, for Hie litte r obstructs the view 
of iieople sitting on opposite sides of 
the table. Dishes of celery, olives, pic­ 
kles or eon feet lottery may lie on the 
table from the beginning of the meal 
and if so should be arranged near th** 
ren te r around the floral decoration. 
lf ten or eoff**e is to be served on the 
table the cups, saucers and service 
should be neatly arranged in front of 
the hostess. 
Serving th* Meal. 
In many homes w here there is only 
one maid to act as cook and w aitress 
the serving must Im* as simple as jtos- 
sible. 
Very often, in fact, tile house­ 
keeper must herself act ms lait Ii cook 
aud w aitress, and then the serving 
must Im* even more simple. But iii any 
case try to avoid tile bai common hab­ 
it of putting everything on the table 
at mice and allowing each person to 
help himself. 
VVbeu there are boys and girls iu 
the family they should tic taught to 
take lur uh in serving. 
Iu that case or 
w lieu th** housekeeper is alone the first 
course may l*c placed on the table ls?- 
fore the meal is announced.

Ill some households the business of 
serving at table w ithout a maid has 
been brought to a perfection which is 
worthy of emulation. 
In order that 
It may Im* alssolutely devoid of aw k ­ 
wardness it is necessary for each nteut- 
is*r of the family to Is* well schooled 
In Ids or tier part. 
It is now adays the 
fashion iii some households to dispense 
with th** services of ii maid, at least 
daring lh** sim pler meals of the day. 
When Howe is a w aitress she is ex­ 
pected to take the plate from the bout 
or h ostcsx and p lace It lM*fore the per­ 
son 
for whom it 
was served.' 
She 
m ast place alt dishes at th e rig h t side 
and pa** those from which the person 
helps himself at the left. 
All plates 
and d is fie* are rem oved from th** right 
side 
In clearing the table after each 
course all dishes us*mI In serving it 
must is* removed as well as tin* indi­ 
vidual plate and 
silver. 
A fter the 
salad ami lM*fore serving the dessert 
all dishes, bread, butter and relishes 
should Im* removed and the crum bs 
brushed up on crum b tray. 
W ater 
glass**' should Im* kept ti I UhI as required 
without removing them from the table. 
With a little practice any meal eau 
tie served simply aud correctly, and In 
a short time it will be found that its 
enjoym ent lins iM*en greatly increased. 
In buying china or silver rem em ber 
that quality is of much more conse­ 
quence than ornam entation, and iii 
either tho sim pler d esig n s aud color­ 
ings ar** preferable. Plain white china 
of good quality is much more satisfy­ 
ing iii the end than elaborate designs 
In pronoun* «*d colors. 
In nothing are 
artistic sense anil feeling more strong­ 
ly shown then In the appointm ents of 
the dining table.

There may lie some readers of these 
notes who have orchards which have 
beeu neglected for some tim e past and 
Iii which scab and other fungous pests 
hold sway, not only reducing the size 
of tile fruit produced, Gut greatly in­ 
ju rin g its quality. 
To right these ills 
one m ust spray tile trees within tile 
tw o or three weeks before tile blos­ 
som 
buds open 
with the bordeaux 
mixture. 
This is made of blue vitriol 
(copper sulphate), lime aud w ater and 
Is 
prepared 
as 
follows:

pounds of fresh stone lime in a tight 
box or small barrel, using care th a t it 
does not burn In tin* process, for the 
finer and more creamy its texture the 
better the m ixture therefrom will be. 
W hen

small laurel iii which (lie slacking has 
been cion** 
Next dissolve five pound* 
cif tilt* c»»pper sulphate In two or three 
gallons of w ater and dilute to twenty- 
fly** gallons. This may I*** done in u fif­ 
ty five gallon vinegar barrel and the di­ 
luted lime mixture added, Hie contents 
tieing stirred thoroughly aa each pail­ 
ful Is poured in 
When all of the lime­ 
w ater lins ls*en added and tile con­ 
tents have I -•♦•ii thoroughly stirred the 
m ixture should la* teated by taking a 
little of it iii a small dish and udding 
a few drops of p m ssiate of potash, a 
deadly poison 
lf a chocolate brow ti 
precipitate results it means th at there 
is not enough lime in the mixture, and 
enough should la* added so th at the 
portion tested will not turn the red­ 
dish 
brown.

many tests c f this kind the w riter has 
never got tile brown precipitate when 
th e above u mount of lime was used.

Where 
orc ii aitis are badly Infested with scab, 
sooty blotch ami other fungous pests 
a second a tai even ti third treatm ent 
should Im* given with the bordeaux. It 
being well to add paris green to that 
applied Just a fte r Hie blossoms fall, In 
order to kill the larvae of the codling 
moth. Spraying treatm ent of tills kind 
will do wonders for the fruit of a 
neglected orchard, and the allowing on 
the books w ill be changed from Ions to 
profit.
